SALES AND USE 
TAX MONEY GOES 
TO CITY, COUNTY 


SACRAMENTO — More than 
$56.8 million was released last 
week to California cities and 
counties in the October 
distribution of local sales and 
use tax funds by the State Board 
of Equalization. The funds 
represent the second advance 
payment for the third quarter 
1976. 

Bulk of the funds came from 
the Bradley-Burns one-percent 
sales and use tax to cities and 
counties, with $36.9 million 
going to cities and $6.6 million 
to counties for a total of $43.5 
million. 

A total of $10.8 million from 
the 1/4 percent local sales and 
use tax was paid to the counties 
for the local transportation 
fund. 

The city of Porterville 
received $45,000 as its share of 
the $36.9 million and _ the 
county of Tulare recieved 
$90,000, plus $91,250 from the 
1/4 percent county local 
transportation fund.

WHO WILL PAY FOR THIS? 


It takes more energy than 
you might think to produce, 
process and deliver our nation’s 
food supply. In fact, the Federal 
Energy ‘administration recently 
reported that the food industry 
is the 6th largest user of energy 
in all forms. Food processors are 
becoming increasingly concerned 
about where the energy for next 
year’s crop will come from. 

From the farmer’s field to the 
housewife’s table, sixteen and 
one-half percent of all the 
energy used in the United States 
is involved in keeping us fed. It 
is clear that whatever happens 
with the supply or cost of 
energy will have a large impact 
on our food system. Voicing 
specific concerns about the 
energy outlook are those who 
make up the California food 
processing industry. 


NATURAL GAS CUT 


The food processing industry 
in the west receives three-fourths 
of its energy from natural gas. 
Until now, virtually the entire 
processing system has been 
designed. around it. The bad 
news is that natural gas 
production in the U.S. had 
declined from 1972 peak 
production by 15%. Thus, it is 
obvious the food processors on 
the west coast are highly 
dependent on the fuel which is 
in the shortest supply and has 
the highest demand. 

Because there is not enough 
natural gas for everyone, the 
state legislature and California 
Public Utilities commission have 
established end-use priorities. 
They decided that our food 
should receive no special priority 
in continuing natural gas as a 
boiler fuel. The situation appears 
most detrimental in Southem 
California where it’s possible 
that there will be no gas for food 
industry boiler use in 1977. In 
Northem California where gas 
supply is a little better, we may 
have until 1980 before total 
conversion to an alternate fuel is 
necessary. 


CHANGE TO FUEL OIL 


The most 
short-term solution will perhaps 
be conversion to some form of 
fuel oil. This conversion by our 
food industry increases our 
country’s dependence on foreign 
oil. It will aggrevate that 
situation, and put food 
processing in a very risky 
position if we ever have another 
oil embargo. Converting to oil, 
even after you consider the 
reliability of supply, is a costly 
dilemma. Estimates show it will 
cost about $150,000 per boiler 
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to convert to oil. Average cost 
per plant will be at least 

To further complicate the 
situation is the seasonal nature 
of the food industry. Eighty per 
cent of the annual fuel 
requirements of California 
processors is used in three and 
one-half months. It appears 
doubtful that refinery capacity 
can provide this high volume in 
sufficient amounts to take care 
of daily needs. Therefore, one 
million barrels of oil must be 
stock-piled before operation 


starts... .that is 42 million 
gallons. 
ENVIRONMENTAL PROBLEMS 


Apparently the food industry 
has determined it must convert 
to fuel oil in order to continue 
to provide food to the public, 
but our energy conversion 
problem is further confused by 
environmental problems. Even 
using the most sophisticated 
equipment, the food processors 
are doubtful they can meet 
existing air quality laws. Unless 
exemptions from these 
regulations can be gained, farm 
product processing companies 
will be forced to violate the law 
and could be fined $10,000 per 
day, plus possible jail sentences. 

In short, converting to oil and 
dealing with air quality are 
serious threats to the food 
industry and to the food supply. 
Who will pay for this? All of us.

I thought 
one judge was almost asleep, but 
just because he had his head 
leaning back in the chair didn’t 
mean he wasn’t listening. One 
lawyer looked like I think 
ROBERT LOUIS STEVENSON 
must have looked, but he was 
more polite than the other 
lawyer, he at least stood when 
he talked to the jury. LOUISE 
and I had an interesting two 
days and we learned a lot about 
the running of a court. I wish I 
had been: called to serve on a 
jury, but maybe next time.

SACRAMENTO — State 
Food and Agriculture Director 
L.T. Wallace has announced the 
consolidation of six milk 
marketing areas into two milk 
marketing areas effective 
November 1. 

The Central Valley, 
Tulare-Kings, and Kern County 
Milk Marketing areas will be 
combined into the South Valley 
Milk Marketing area; the North 
Central Valley, Shasta-Tehama, 
and Northern Sierra Milk 
Marketing Areas will be 
consolidated into the North 
Valley Milk Marketing area.

The proposal endorsed by 
FWUA is one of three alternative 
plans. still under consideration 
by the California Department of 
Water Resources following an 
18-month review and study. 

The package calls for 
construction of the Peripheral 
Canal to transport northern 
California water south around 
the delta. The FWUA 
endorsement embraces a 
reasonable water quality 
standard for the Delta, with an 
Operating agreement between 
the state and federal projects; a 
reasonable repayment provision 
for project beneficiaries, and 
construction of reservoirs and 
offstream storage as needed. 

Donald E. Owen, program 
manager for the Department of 
Water Resources, said each of 
the three alternatives would save 
500,000 acre feet of water now 
required for Delta outflows. He 
said the state hopes to complete 
its studies by December 1 
following statewide hearings. 

In making its endorsement 
contingent upon priority 
construction of the Mid-Valley 
canal, Friant association 
spokesmen pointed out that 
Mid-Valley would provide 
650,000 acre feet of water 
annually to help offset the 1% 
million acre feet overdraft now 
being experienced on the east 
side of the San Joaquin valley. 

Burke Giles, chief of the 
Fresno field office for the U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation, reported 
a sharp decline in ground-water 
levels on the east side for the 
period February 1975 to 
February 1976, with the 
liklihood of a far more. severe 
drop in the current year when 
final results are tabulated. He 
also pointed out -that Sierra 
watershed precipitation for 
October has been far below last 
year, after the unusually heavy 
rainfall of this September. 

The association voted to take 
part in reopened Delta water 
rights hearings scheduled by the 
California Water Quality Control 
board for November 15 in 
Sacramento. Other federal 
project water contractors are 
entering the case to protect the 
exchange contract and other 
agreements which provide for 
water diversions from the delta 
into the San Joaquin valley. 

Marcus Fry of Chowchilla, 
association vice president, said 
the goal of the hearing is to 
reach a reasonable and workable 
set of standards for water 
quality problems of the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta.

SACRAMENTO — The cost 
of running a California Highway 
Patrol enforcement vehicle 
dropped slightly in fiscal
